“Sex Education in the Home” by Dr. 
J. D) Wallace who handled this very 
vital subject in a most capable and 
sympathetic manner,. In opening his 
address, he explained that it was quite 
impossible to lay down definite rules 
on the subject, but that hé would place 
before the meeting the findings of 
those who had made a study of sex 
behavior, ' 


Psychiatrists believe that our mod-' 
ern divorces, séx crimes, illegitimate 
children, ete., ¢an blamed in most 
cases on lack’ af. ‘education. In the 
United States experiments were made 
with sex education in schools. and it 
was found “that this can be overdone 
so that pupils pébel-against it. It has 
been conclided from various investi- 
gations that the child should have sex- 
instruction ‘at home. He would rather 
hear it from his own parents because 
his idea of sex has been built around 
his home. Happy home life is the 
basis of a normal sex life. Children 
raised amidst squabbling and family 
strife are bound to get a distorted 
view of married life. The home is par- 
ticularly responsible for the moral as- 
pect of sex whereas the school might 
supplement this with physiological 
and hygienic information. 

“Other points brought out by Dr. 
Wallace were as follows: In the past, 
discussion of sex in the home had been 
practically forbidden or what little 
information had’been giyen was all 
from a negative view point. Children

route. 

A most annoying feature of the 
whole deal is that we pay as much in 
gasoline taxes and in license fees as 
those in areas that have had surfac- 
ed highways built and rebuilt several 
times over. In Wainwright we have 
one of.the largest military establish- 
ments in Cartiada, all’ the vehicles 
‘wearing an Alberta Mcense tag. Yet 
many of these vehicles have to detour 
through Vermilion to get here in op- 
erational condition, Surely from a 
purely defense measure this road de- 
serves consideration. 

Not only is such a road hard on the 
temper but it certainly does no good 
to cars going over it. Many dollars 
worth of costly repairs have resulted 
from those pot holes and the flying 
gravel. In a province as well off as 
this one is at the moment this is not 
only undesirable, it is unnecessary. 

We heartily endorse last week's ed- 
itorial and suggest that Mr. Masson 
carry his campaign to the floor of the 
legislature with the moral backing of 
the whole constituency. Further back- 
ing should be given him by the coun- 
cils and Chamber of Commerce along 
the route sending in a continual bar- 
rage of letters and petitions to the 
Ministry of Public Works. The full 
weight of the Army should be enlisted 
in an attempt to show the necessity 
for a surfaced road through the area. 

‘Newspaper reports would indicate 
that the Trans-Canada Highway is 
definitely going South and the time 
would now seem to be ripe to switch 
our campaign from wanting a road 
“anywhere in the North”..to demand- 
ing a good road through here. It has 
beén proven time and again‘that you 
don’t get anything by lying down and 
waiting for it but that results usually 
come from a concreted drive. So let’s 
start a “Hard Surfaced Highway 14” 
campaign now for some action next 
‘spring. 

In the meantime, ‘when travelling to 
Edmonton, give the car a treat for at 
least part of the way and swing north 
at Tofield—or better still have pity on 
your, vehicle and go by train.

The question is really more important than personal pride, 
it is something that must be faced with the greatest possible

FARMERS’ CURLING FEES 

It was gratifying to note that the local curling club, in 
keeping with its past practise, and in keeping also with most 
other town curling clubs in the vicinity, decided to offer the 
advantages of their rink to the farmers at a lower figure than 
for town curlers. This is by no means charity, for as such 
it would not be desirable to the rural residents. This arrange- 
ment is based on two important features, One of these features 
is the added difficulty and cost incurred’ by men from the 
farm when they come to town to curl and the other is the 
desire of townspeople to express their appreciation to their 
country neighbors. It-is all.too easy to drift into a ‘state of for- 
getfulness of our continuing debt to those about us who gain 
their livelihood from agriculture. In the exigencies of business 
and in our local pride and our desire: to improve our own sit- 
uation and living conditions we are just a little apt to be for- 
getful of those who make our living possible. It would take 
a very poor imagination to picture what would happen to our 
business in our various urban centres if the surrounding farms 
were suddenly vacated. Yes, most of us would go out of busi- 
ness, and do so very quickly. So, folks, just remember, the 
farmers are always more important than the townspeople, and 
the affairs of the rural area of greater import than those of 
us who live in the groups called villages and towns.. 

Moreover, most of the doings we have for the building up 
of town facilities and attended by people from the country, who 
come and do their bit by their patronage or actual assistance.

We @o not question the gpod in- 


4 tent of all these efforts. But we do 


raise our individual voice against them 
The. end of this sort of thing is to keep 
us eternal adolescents. That is even 
now one of the most potent dangers 
of this age. Sooner or later we must 
grow up, make our. own . decisions, 
provide our_own needs, establish our 
own tastes. The alternative is some 
form of statism or worse, We still be- 
lieve that it is impossible to establish 
tastes without first developing men 
capable of having tastes of their own. 
A lot less harm will come to us from 
the fact that a percentage of our cit- 
izens prefer Donald Duck to Shake- 
speare than-will inevitably result from 
bureaucratic determination. 

In Russia architects have been told 
what types of houses and buildings 
they may create; painters what tyes of 
paintings they, may produce, writers 
what themes they may present; sciert_ 
tists what theories they. may follow;

A rare occurrence in Canadian par- 
liamentary ‘history took place in Ot- 
tawa last week. For the second time 
in one year a finance. mifnister 
brought down a budget. 

The ‘budget presented to the Com- 
mons by Finance Minister Abbott 
last Thursday was little changed from 
his tax-slashing, pre-election budget 
of last March 22 that was not passed 
when parliament was dissolved last 
April to hold a general election. 

The sweeping income tax reductions 


{and other cuts that affected practi- 


cally every Canadian home were re- 
tained in the revised budget.. 

And just for good measure Mr. Ab- 
bott added three more small tax re- 
saving of 


current fiscal year and about $11,- 


000,000 in a full year. Although a wel-: 


Ft 
were oniy a drop in the bucket com- 
pared with the more than $800,000,000 
lopped off government tax revenues 
by thé finance: minister in his orig- 
inal budget. _ 


The three new tax reductions were: 

1. Immediate elimination of the 
eight-per-cent sales tax on all fuel 
olls used for heating or lighting pur- 
poses, 


2. A reduction immediately of from 
50 to 25 cents a gallon on the tax on 
cider and other wines containing less 
than seven per cent of proof spirits. 

8. Holders of both common and pre- 
ferred stock will be able to charge up 
to 10 per cent of their dividends again- 
st personal income tax. In the earlier 
budget this concession was given only 
to common stock holders. The change 
will be retroactive to Jan, 1, 1949. 
Business Booms ‘ 

_ For the third straight year Mr. Ab- 
bott happily announced that govern- 
ment busine: booming. Surplus 
of revenues over expenditures for the 
fiscal year ending last March 31 was 


$596,000,000. That figure was: some |. 


$20,000,000 greater thari he estimated 
last March. 

‘He forecast that the 1949-50 sur- 
plus would be “very close” to the $87,- 
000,000 figure he estimated last March 
The small surplus comparég to the 
year before Is, of course, largely due 
to the sweeping tax reductions. 

There was little doubt that the tax 
reductions left, most Canadians happy. 
But one section of the finance’ mini- 
ster’s budget: address drew quick op- 
position fire. 

After reviewing domestic and ‘In- 
ternational, economic conditions, Mr. 
Abbott said conditions’ have not al- 
tered: sufficiently since last March “to 
warrant any significant changes’ in 
our tax proposals. 

Mr. Abbott had hardly resumed his 
seat when Hon. Earl Rowe, able finan 
cial critic for the Progressive Conser- 
vatives anq member for the Ontario 
constituency of Dufferin-Simcoe, 
Jumped to his feet and charged that 
the reintroduced budget was “‘shock- 
ingly obsolete” in the face of world 
conditions that had sharply altered 
since it was first preserited last 
spring. ° 

As the week dein to a close two 
want-of-confidence motions—from the 
Frogressive Conservatives and the 
C.C.F.—were introduced in the budget 
debate, With an overwhelming maj- 
ority the Liberals showeq not the 
least sign of worry.

A good tank 
heater is essential, but insulation of 
sides and the’ top of the tank is nec- 
sary also, A door in the top to close at 
hight is another good points Now is 
the time to fix up a setviceable warm 
water supply before winter sets in.

THE FEED RESERVE 

Barly signs of winter indicate the 
possibility of a long feeding period for 
stockmen in this area. The feed re- 
sérve is not high and farmers should 
feed with care for the coming months, 
Feed spread on the ground is very 
wasteful. Bunks should be made to 
feed from. Hammering hay and straw 
with oats or barley will make a good 
feeg and stretch out the supply of 
roughage. If hay has to be shipped in- 
to the district the price will be very 
high. 


BUILDING BRIGHTNESS 


. «This is a good time to.brighten the 
inside of barns and poultry houses so 
that full use may be made of the 
limited daylight hours. Whitewash of- 
fers one of the cheapest and quickest 
means of doing this, and methods of 
making two types of whitewash are 
here suggested by Mr. C. A. Cheshire, 
Extension Agricultural Pngineer, Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture. 
Whitewash No. 1 

(1) Add'25 pounds of hydratega lime 
to 4 gallons of boiling water, stirring 
vigorously: 

(2) Into 1 gallon of water and 2 gal- 
lons of skimmed milk mix 5 pounds of 
salt, % ‘pound of alum, 5 pounds of 
Portland cement and \% tin of lye. 

(3) Mix solutions (1) and (2) togeth 
er when cold, stirring vigorously. — 
Whitewash No. 2 

(ly Ada 1 gack of hydrated lime to 5 
or 6 gallons of water. 


(2) To this adq 2 gallons ef flour | 


paste made as follows. 

(a) Mix dry flour and cold water to 

a stiff paste. : 

(b) Add boiling water, stirring vig- 

orously; until the paste has a ‘thick 

creamy consistency. 

Both of these whitewashes are re- 
sistant to rubbing off and either may 
be applied by brush ‘or sprayer. The 
whitewash should be applied in a 
thin, even coat, and not “brushed out”. 
One. gallon will cover approximately 
225 square feet. To make the white- 
wash disinfectant, add from one to 
two quarts of carbolic acid to either 
of the above fermulas. The amount of 
carbolic acid will be determined by 
the strength of disinfectant required. 


WEED CONTROL CONFERENCE 
TO BE HELD IN EDMONTON 


The third annual Western Weed 
Control Conference will be held this 
year atthe Macdonald Hotel, Edmon- 
ton on November 16th, 16th and 17th. 
The two previous meetings, at Regina 
in 1947 and Winnipeg in 1948, dealt 
chiefly with chemical weed control. 
Although this topic will not be neglect 
ed at the coming conference, more 
consideration than formerly will be 
given to tillage practices in the con- 
trol of weeds. 

The Hon. D. A. Ure, Minister of Agri 
culture for Albérta, will preside dur- 
ing the first morning of the confer- 
ence. Representatives of weea con- 
trol services throughout the four 
western provinces will be present, and 
representation’ is also expected from 
chemical companies, machinery . com- 
panies and the grain trade who are all 
keehly interested in this work.

Full information is avallable from 
District Agriculturists. They can sup- 
ply prize lists, entry forms, details 
with respect to Provincial assistance, 
and-a mimeograph dealing with pre- 
paration of seed for exhibition, If 
more convenient, information tan be 
obtained from the Field Crops Branch, 
Alberta Department . of. Agriculture, 
Bdmonton. Hand screens for prepar- 
ing seed grain exhibits are also avail- 
able at cost from the Field Cropa 
Branch. 


PREVENT FIRES 
BEFORE THEY START ss 


Furnaces will soon be lit in most 
farm homes against the coming blasts 
of winter. Among the dozen most com 
mon causes of fires In rural Canadian 
homes those originating from. heating 
and cooking ey¥uipment are prominent. 
Here is the list of common causes: 
chimneys of sub-standard construc- 
tion; sparks. from dirty chimneys 
faulty smoke-pipes and stove installa- 
tions; seasonal grass and bush fires; 
spontaneous ignition of hay; worn- 
out shingleroofs; lighted lanterns; 
mis-use of electrical equipment; thre- 
shing operations with gasoline power- 
ed engines; matches or smoking’ in 
out-buildings; lighting. 

The time to prevent a fire is before 
it starts. Chimheys and smoke pipes 
can be checked, gasoline can be stored 
away from main buildings, oily rags 
never left lying about. ; 

‘Ah excellent firé prevention, on the 
farm is a roof ladder. Keep a few buck 
ets of water reatly for use and a num- 
ber of water barre]s at suitable points 
is an added precaution. But they are 
worse than useless if the water is 
frozen solid should a sudden emer- 
gency arise, so choose a reasonably 
warm place. 

A standard two-and-a-half soda 
acid’ fire extinguisher is often a wea- 
pon which will scotch an incipient fire 
and prevent disaster. 


CATTLE MARKETINGS 
UP; HOGS DOWN 
In reviewing the livestock situation 
to date in Current Review of Agricul- 
tural Conditions in Canada, a public- 
ation of the Economics Division, De- 
minion Department of Agriculture, it 
is reported that marketings as well as 
exports of cattle continue to pe higher 
‘in 1949 than during comparable per- 
iods of 1948. The, resulting smaller 
supplies of beef on the domestic mar- 
ket, together with smaller supplies of 
other meats, and continueg high levels 
of consumers’. incomes, has meant 
strong prices for cattie. ; 
Inspected slaughterings of cattle dur 
ing the first seven months of 1949 
were 1729 thousand head, compared 
with 724 thousand during the same 
period of 1948. Slaughterings in west- 
ern Canada were five per cent below 
those of 1948, while the kill in east- 
ern Canada to date was almost seven 
per cent above that of 1948. 
Exports of all cattle to the United 
States during the January-July period 
were 147 thousand head in 1949, about 
double the exports for the same period 
of 1948. Exports of dressed beef dur- 
ing the first seven months of 1949 
were 28 million pounds, compared 
with 42 million during the seven- 
month period in 1948, 
. Total hog marketings in Canada 
during ‘the January-Julf,.1949 period 
have declined markedly from 1948 lev- 
els, In western Canada the reduced 
marketings, which characterized the 
hog markets early in the year, have 
continued. In eastern Canada, on the 
other hand, weekly slaughterings be- 
gan early in July to exceed those of 
comparable weeks of 1948. . 
The average warm dressed weight 
of the inspected slaughter was about 
five pounds higher during the first 
seven months of 1949 as compared 
with 1948; but about the same*as in 
1947. 
Exports of cured pork products to 
all countries amounted to 23.5 million 
pounds in the January-July period of 
1949. In 1948 the quantity was 178.7 
million pounds for the same period. 


THE. MISSING MINERALS 
Housewives who peel ,the potatoes 
for dinner right after the breakfast 
dishes are out of the way fail to rea- 
lize that prolonged soaking allows a 
part of the vitamin and mineral 
value of the food to escape .. . not to 
mention the flavor.

In ac with the regulations 
of the ‘Seed Growers Assoc- 
jation, ini ons or individuals who 


have varieties approved by the Assoc- 


iation are required to produce founda- 


tion seed stocks of those varieties. 
This seed is then distributed to reg- 
istered seed grown for further.multi- 
plication, It forms the basia seed stock 
of the approved variety and must 
therefore trily represent the variety, 
says R. M. MaeVicar, Forage Plants 
Division, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa. 

‘The production of foundation stock 
seed of high quality and.purity is an 
exacting task even for the plant 
breeders concerneq with it. Most of 
Canada’s perennial grasses, clovers 
and alfalfa are normally cross-pollin- 
ated. Consequently at the outset the 
producer must cope with the trouble- 
some problem of isolating the founda- 
tion seed blocks in order to prevent 
contamination by other varieties of 
the same species. Seed blocks must be 
carefully rogued for: off-type plants 
and to do this it is frequently neces; 
sary to grow large individual plant 
nurseries. Only land that is relatively 
free of weeds can be used, since It is 
necessary that the weed count in this 
type of seeq be kept to a minimum. 
Harvesting must be carefully done s¢ 
that seed of exceptional quality will 
be obtained. Mechanical mixtures 
have to be avoided, so harvest hig and 
threshing and cleaning . machinery 
must be thoroughly cleaned before the 
seed is passed through it. 
Foundation stock seed production is 
an expensive and painstaking . task. 
For this reason it is necessary to lim- 
it production to the minimum, keeping 
in mind the essential needs of the 
registered seed growers. The cost of 
producing foufifation stock seed is 
exteremely high and cannot be ret 
covered from the. grower. The produc- 
er can only be repaid’ by the know- 
dge that real benefits will eventual- 
ly accrue to the farmers from the 
foundation stock ‘seed program.

Hot tunches for achool children 

The matter of hot lunches for the 
many country children attending 
Wainwright: school came up for dis- 
cussion at the last ' annual school 
meeting and has since been under con- 
sideration by the School and Home 
Ass'n. A public meeting in the town 
hall in September to hear a talk on 
the value of hot lunches was well at- 
tended and a committee was chosen 
‘to work on this project, 


At the committee nieeting held in 
the school on October 24 it was found 
that many. rumors entirely without 
foundation had been afloat, and that 
some parents thought they were to be 
charged exorbitant prices for hot lun- 
ches for their children. Opposition to 
the plan seemed to be mainly on ac- 
count of the cost. Mr. Adams moved 
that a committee investigate the costs 
of meals and that when this informa- 
tigi had been placed before the par- 
ents, they should be asked whether or 
not they were in favor of hot lunches. 

The committee has since estimated 
the cost of a substantial casserole dish 
or stew as 7c per serving and decided 
that meal tickets could be sold at this 
‘price. The chilq would need.to bring 
only bread and bitter and fruit to sup 
plement the main dish. 


\ When the opinion of the parents has 
been obtained, the results will be 
placed before the Divisional Board:

may see fit to provide equipment and 
supervision.

Argentine Currency .. 

On October 3, the Government of 
Argentina announced a devaluation of 
her currency in tertis of United Sta- 
tes dollars, The reduction varies wid- 
ely as applied to individual commodi- 


‘l ties and to export and imports. Even 


before devaluation there were no less 
than eight different rates for exports 
and imports. It is probable that un- 
der the new management there ‘will 
be ten.

U.K,-Soviet Trade 

It has been officially confirmed in 
the United Kingdom that a _ trade 
agreement has been concludéd with 
Russia, presumably on. a barter basis. 
Britain ‘fs ‘to receive one million tons 
of soarse grains. The previous con- 
tract with Russia was for 750,000 tons 
of coarse grains. 

This quantity together with 1.3 mil- 
lion tons of Argentine maize will pro- 
vide 2.8 million tons toward Great 
Britain’s total requireménts of six 
million tons of rationed feeding stuffs 
to. be distribtited in the country dur- 
ing 1949-50, 


Belgian Meat 

The contract between Belgium and 
the Argentine, which is now about a 
year old! included 40 thousand tons of 
Argentine meat, of which only a quar- 
ter has been delivered so far. It is re- 
ported that with more meat available 
in Europe, Belgium may not extend 
the agreement to include the unfilled 
portion of the co@ract.

LATE FALL SEEDING OF 
GRASSES AND LEGUMES 


In many patts of central Alberta the 
past growing season has been a aif- 
ficult one in ‘which to establish new 
seedings of grasses and legtfies. Dry 
soil conditions prevailed in most of 
the area from early spring to midsum- 
mer. Many seeding-down operatioris 
have been postponed on that account 
and wheré seedings were made faflur- 
es to establish stands have resulted 
and re ing will be necessary. 

The results of dates: of : seeding 
trials conducted over a period of years 
by the Dominion Experimental Station 
Lacombe, show that late fall seedings 
of grasses and legumes are usually 
successful, However, seeding should 
not. be done, says H. B. Stelfox, until 
after active growth has ceased s0 
that the seeds do not germinate until 
the following spring. 

Late fall seeding can be advantag- 
eous: under a variety of circumstanc- 
es. It affords an opportunity for re- 
seeding where spring seedings have 
failed to establish or where such seed- 
ings were’ postponed because of ad- 
verse growing conditions. It also is of 
particular value for locations. which 
are subject to spring flooding. These 
areas are often not dry though to get 
on with machinery until late spring 
or early summer. Spring seeding is 
then delayed so’late that hot July 
weather resulta in loss of the stand, 
Late fall seeding fs also recommended 
for drought locations where maxi- 
mum use is required to be ‘pide of 
early spring ture for .establishing 
a stand, In tion fall seeding of 
grasses and, legumes relieves the pres- 
sure On spring seeding operations of 
cereal crops. 

In planning for late fall seedings a 
few important considerations must 
be made. Seeding is done without a 
nurse crop. Drilling the seed about % 
to 1 inch deep directly into grain 
stubble or & trash cover of annual 
weeds Is the most satisfactory. The 
stubble holds fffe-snow ana protects 
the "young seedlings as they are be- 
coming established. A summer fallow 
seeding is more subject to wind ero- 
sio during the fall and winter and 
water ‘erosion from the spring run-off 
Clipping of the first year’s growth 
may be necessary to control the 
weeds while the stand is becoming es- 
tablished. In the more moist areas of 
central Alberta a heavy growth is of 


‘ten produced during the first year. 


When harvetsing the | first year’s 
growth fon hay it should be cut early 
enough to allow the plants to produce 
a good growth before freeze-up or cut 
fing should ‘be delayea until active 
growth has ceased. In this way loss 
of stand through winter killing will 
be avoided. 


MODERN SCIENCE ATTACKS

MEN EXPECT IT, 
SO WOMEN FEAR . 
WIGGLING WORMS ae 


DENVER, Colo—Frank O'Brien is 
eonvinced that women have an amercted 
motive for hating worms. 

The motive is men. 

O’Brien, a 37-year-old six-footer, is 
in a position to know what he’s tatk- 
ing about. Last year the 16 best “dig- 
gers” at his Colorado earthworm hat- 
chery were girls. They dug about 5,- 
000,000 redworms out of the ground 
for the hatchery owner. 

“I pay them 7% cents for every can 
of a hundred worms,” O'Brien’ says. 
“Some of the girls make nice money. 
Five-six dollars in a day, They've got 
ideal fingers for handling worms, nim- 
ble and gentle.” 

O’Brien is certain that if females 
really hated worms they would hate 
his brand most. He’s been in the bus- 
iness five years and now breeds only 
an active, skinny, very. red. product.| It 
is smaller and considerably wigglier 
than either the night crawler or com- 
mon earthworm, : 

“I've seen the girls wear 'em like 
bracelets—you know, just for a laugh” 
O'Brien said. 

He beckoned pretty Joan Church, 1, 
from one of the digging beds. Joan 
wore some of the worms like a brace- 
let, at O’Brien’s suggestion. 

“You don't mind them, 
O’Brien asked her, 

“No, I.don't mind them,” ehe said, 
dropping the worms back on the sort- 
ing table, She returnea to her piteh- 
fork. ° 
Boys To Blame ' 

“Next year she'll probably mind 
them,” O’Brien said with something 
akin to sadness. “Four years now she’s 
worked summers. One of the best. 
Next year she'll start going with boys” 
\ O’Brien says that once girls start 
taking the menfolk seriously they're 
done as worm pickers. He says the 
girls figure the boys want them to be 
afraid of worms. And he says the girls 
are right; that the boys figure a girl 
is somehow indecent if she can grab a 
worm without breaking out in a cold 
sweat, 

“I've let Joan dig a lot of my foreign 
shipments,” O’Brien said. “She's dug 
worms that were mailed to New Zea- 
land, Alaska and Denmark. Every 
state in the union. But watch her a 
year from now.” 

O’Brien has millions of worms breed 
ing in a lot 125 feet by 60 feet alongr 
side his mother’s home. He feeds them 
lettuce leaves, walnut meal, tree leav- 
es and rusted cans. They are espec- 
jally fond of rust when it is thick, soft 
and flaky. 

Since the preyailing prices on leaves 
and rusted cans is quite reasonable, 
his food bill is negligible. In one year 
two worms can produce in the neigh- 
borhood of 300 brand new worms on 
this diet, hence O’Brien makes a fair 
living. 

Most of his sales are to farmers and 
gardeners, who use the worms to en- 
rich soil. Worms aerate the ground by 
burrowing, and leave castings which 
improve the mineral content. Fisher- 
men buy a small percentage of the 
crop, as do university biology depart- 
ments.

If you have any diffi- 
culty however in cashing it you 
should write the Regional Director of 
Family Allowances in your Provincial 
Capitol who may provide you with a 
letter of authority to enable you to 
cash the cheque.

PACKING ‘BEE HIVES 
FOR WINTER pe 


W. G. leMaistre, Provincial Apiarist, 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
advises that in packing, a cardboard 
carton may be used that allows’ for 
three or four inches of shavings all 
around the hive and ten or twelve‘ inch 
es on top. Tar paper or a wooden case 
will produce the same results as card- 
ters. Shavings have proved very sat- 
isfactory but the use of straw is con- 
sidered almost as good. 

To pack the hive, the hive - cover 
should be removed and a piece of 
burlap or sack used over the frames. 
The cardboard box is then slipped ov- 
er the hive and, the shavings poured 
in. The shavings should be firm but 
not tight around the hive. Next, a top 
entrance is put in that slides under the 
burlap above the frames. This top en- 
trance is a tunnel about four inches 
wide and half an inch high, and long 
énough to reach from the front of the 
cardboard carton to the centre or the 
hive. The régdiar hive cover is~ then 
placed on the carton, but propped: up 
with -a stick so that air can circulate 
over the shavings all the time. 

_ By this time, beekeepers who intend 
to winter bees will have chosen their 
colonies with care, and the bees will 
be settling down and forming their 
winter nests. Towards the middle of 
October the hives will have to be pack 


¢ GERMINATION TESTS PARTICU- 
LARY IMPORTANT THIS YEAR 


The general frosts of early Septem- 
ber have beyond doubt injured the 
germination of this year’s ceréal crop 
says A. M. Wilson, Field Crops Com- 
missioner, Alberta Department of Ag- 
riculture. Mir. Wilson. points out that 
Oats in particular will be affected. He 
urges farmers, to take every precaution 
by having. seed samples tested 
germination: Germination of oats is 
more seriously affecteq by frost than 
are other cereals. Injury to. barley by 
frost is usually between that of oats 
and wheat. Frost lowers the grade 
of wheat and reduces the germination 
but the effect on wheat ts not as seri- 
ous as that caused' by the same amount 
of frost on oats and ‘barley. 

Farmers who desire germination test 
of seed for their own use only, may 
take in a sample to their elevator ag- 
ent for testing. Any grain to be sold 
as seed, however, must be subjected 
to the official Government test. This 
may be done by sending a two pound 
representative sample to the’ Plant 
Products Division, Doniinion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Calgary, together 
with the requireq fee. The fee for a 
control sample certificate is $1.00. If 
a germination test only fs desired, the 
charge is 76c. ' 


Farmers who desire tests of their 
samples by the Plant Products Division 
are urged to get the samples in early, 
If left until later there may be con- 
siderable delay in testing due to the 
large number of requests submitted. 


MILK PRODUCTION SHOWS GAIN 


In reviewing the dairy situation in 
in the first five months of 1949, Cur- 
rent Review of Agricultural Conditi- 
ons jn Canada, a publication of the Ec- 
onomics Division, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, reports that Can- 
adian milk production has shown a 
gradual increase over the unusually 
low production of 1948. For the period 
January to May, the 1949 production 
was 234 million pounds greater than in 
1948, an increase of 4 percent. Present 
indications are that the gap between 
1948 and 1949 will widen as the season 
progresses and that 1949 milk produc- 
tion will equal the 17.2 billion pounds 
of milk produced in 1947. 


The. percentage of the milk supply 
used for fluid purposes has continued 
to decline in spite of an increased pop- 
ulation, although in terms of actual 
milk consumd there is little change 
from 1948. With fluid utilization show- 
ing little change and total production 
higher, more milk has been available 
for butter and cheese production. The 
price rélationship tn 1949 has favored 
cheese and as a result cheese produc- 
tion has increased 16-3 per cent above 
January to July over 1948 and cream- 
ery butter production is 1.8. per cent 
below the January to July period of 
last year.

SOUND VEGETABLES STORE BEST 


The vegetables left in the back gar- 
den by the time frost comes are well 
worth storing, Often the quantity is 
not large and the kinds not many. Pes- 
haps some potatoes, carrots, beets; 
but with care, spoilage can be prevent- 
ed until well into the winter. “ 

Generally an elaborate storage room 
is not available and some reasonably 
cool place in the basement is used. 
Whatever the conditions} successful 
storage depends principally on having 
sound products at the start. Cut, bruis- 
ed, frosted and damaged material 
should be discarded or placed aside 
for immediate use. 

‘The stored products should ‘be ex- 
amined frequently. If wilting is natic- 
ed, humidity should be increased by 
sprinkling.the floor with. water or 
moistening the sand in which root veg 
etables may be buried. Vegetables 
which are beginning to rot should be 
discardeqd as they will affect sound 
material near them. Rotting vegetables 
also develop heat and make it more dif- 
ficult to control temperatures. ‘ 

Another point to remember is that 
vegetables should be transferred to the 
cooler basement immediately after 
they have been taken from the garden. 
This is how commercial produce is 
handled; it is codled immediately, thus 
prolonging thé storage life.
